I. Citations and explanations (Rule 70.7) 

Claims 1-23 meet the criteria set forth in PCT Article 33 for novelty, inventive .step and industrial applicability. 
The prior art published before the priority date does not disclose deterrmmng the performance of a ^hicle 
suspension system by measuring the dynamic effect of an impulsive load and deriving one or more suspension 
parameters from the measurement. 

The closest prior art is considered to be ZA 9301540. This document discloses a load measuring syst^ which 
measures the mass of a load carried by a vehicle. However, there is no disclosure of measuring the dynamic 



effect of an impulsive load. 
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
